2. The Committee shall meet monthly under the Chairmanship of Minister- in -Charge. In case he 
is not present, the Minister of State for Home and Health and in her absence the Home Secretary and in their 
absence any non -official members present at the meeting shall preside over it as may be mutually agreed upon 
by the Members present . 

3. Three members present, of whom at least one is a non -official member , shall form a quorum for 
a meeting. 

4. The functions of the Committee shall be to advise the Home Minister, Haryana, on general policy 
matters and specific programmes . Its meeting will afford a forum for ventilating public grievances relating 
to the Departments for which the Committee has been constituted . Any matter intended to be raised at a meet 
ing of the Committee shall be given due notice to the Home Secretary, to Government, Haryana , at least one 
month before the date of the meeting at which it is intended to be discussed . 

5. (a ) The travelling allowance and daily allowance of the Members of the Haryana Legislature 
in their ex officio capacity for attending meetings of the Committee shall be governed by the Punjab Legis 
lative Assembly (Allowances of Members) Act , 1942 and the rules made thereunder as in force at present or may 
be amended hereater. The expenditure on account of travelling allowance /daily allowance of the Members 
shall be debited to the sanctioned Budget grant of the Police Department under the head " 255 — Police ” . 

(b ) Members of Parliament shall be paid travelling allowance and daily allowance at the rates admis 
sible to Members of the State Legislature appointed in an ex -officio capacity, but less one First Class fare for 
journeys by rail to and fro . 

(c ) Non- officials other than M.L.As./M.Ps. at one Ist Class Railway fare plus incidental allowance. 
road mileage and Daily allowance /as admissible to a Ist grade Government employee drawing a pay of Rs 1,000 
The other conditions laid down in the Punjab Travelling Allowance Rules for Government employees will 
also apply to journeys performed by non - official members except where otherwise provided . 

(d ) The T.A. and D.A. will be admissible to the non - official members (other than M.L.As. ) on the 
production of a certificate to the effect that no Travelling Allowance in respect of the journey or Daily Allowance 
for the period mentioned in the bill has been or will be claimed by him /her from any other official source . 


(e ) Travelling allowance to themembers of the Committee will be allowed from the permanent place 
of residence to the place of the meeting . If, however , a member attends a meeting from a place other than the 
place of his permanent residence, Travelling Allowance will be allowed to him either from the place of his resi 
dence or from the place from where he attends the meeting which ever is less . 

(f) The Travelling Allowance bills of Members of Parliament/Legislature and non -official members 
will be entertained by the Police Department direc . The Inspector -General of Police, Haryana , shall be the 
controlling Officer in respect of their Travelling Allowence/Daily Allowance bills. The T.A. hills of the Members 
of the Legislature will, however, continue to be countersigned by the Secretary, Haryana Vidhan Sabha . 

6. The headquarters of the Committee shall generally be at Chandigarh and its duration shall normally 
be for two years but Government by its express orders may reconstitute the Committee earlier .
